Armistice Storm 
Keeps Rainfall 
Ahead of 1940 


* 
From warm sunshine in the 
morning Armistice day skies 
shifted to gathering clouds 
which, by late afternoon, began 
a gentle precipitation, continu- 
ing into the early hours of Wed- 
nesday morning and leaving @ 
storm rainfall of .52 inch. 

The season’s total rainfall was 
raised to 2.57 inches, nearly one- 
quarter inch more than the rain- 
fall at the same time a year ago 
when it was 2.40 inches. 

Camp Baldy ranger station 
registered .43 inch of rain dur- 
ing the storm to raise its total 
for the season to 3.11. inches_ 
against 2.68 inches for the same 
date last year. For the second 
time this season, Upland regis- 
tered more rainfall for the 
storm than the canyon country. 
No snow fell in the Baldy area 
during the storm, resorts re- 


ported.

Dr. Engle Carries 
Heights Residents 
On Pictorial Tour 


Speaking at the meeting of the 
San Antonio Community Heights 
League held last evening in the 
Eighteenth Street school auditor- 
ium, Dr. Irvin A. Engle of Glen- 
dora, presented a vivid word and 
| pictorial story of life in the lush, 
)semi-tropic island of Puerto Rico. 
Displaying 4 large map, Dr. 
Engle located the island 1000 miles 
southeast of Key West, Florida, 
and explained that the population — 
of about 1,300,000 is one-third 
Negro and two-thirds white, 
Americans and Europeans. 

Puerto Rico is a United States 
possession acquired in the war 
with Spain in 1898. The inhabi- 
tants were granted U. S. citizen- 
| ship in 1917. 

Dr. Engle, former pastor of the 
Upland Methodist church, spent @ 
year teaching in the University of 
Puerto Rico and he gave frst- 
hand information concerning the 
people and their manner of living. 

He showed many stereopticon 
pictures of Puerto Rican scenes, 
a large number of them being 
beautifuliy colored, 

The slides showed the agricul- 
tural pursuits, picturing the work- 
ers on the coffee, cane, ‘tobacco, 
irice and banana plantations. 

Beautiful estates and modern 
buildings in the cities, were con- 
trasted with the crowded huts of 
the Negroes. 

Education is now compulsory in 
Puerto Rico, Dr. Engle stated, and 

illiteracy has dropped from 
per cent im 1898 to 40 per cent 
present. rs 

Dr. Engle invited questions durs 
ing the showing of the slides and 
lhe stopped frequently to give €x- 
planations to his very interested 
audience.

Business Women Told 
About Navajos by 
Dinner Speaker 





A close-up picture of Navajo In- 
dian life was given to members of 
the Upland Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s club last evening 
by Miss Faith Hill, teacher in the 
Whittier schools. The mecting 
was held in the Upland Woman's 
club house. 

Miss Hill, a very charming 
speaker, is a former member of 
the Eighteenth Street school fac- 
ulty, having taught there for two 
winters a number of years ago. 

She has spent some time teach- 
ing on a Navajo reservation and 
she wore an Indian costume while 
speaking last night. 

Miss Hill described the manner 
of living on the reservation, and 
told of the superstitions and fears 
of the Indians. She also exhibited 
a number of pictures showing the 
Indians at work and at play. 

The Navajo Indians now num- 
ber 50,000, Miss Hill stated, and: 
the tribe is increasing. They are 
essentially pastoral and make 
their living by raising sheep. 

The tribe also is matriarchal, 
the women owning the sheep and 
other property and managing the 
tribal life. Incidentally, the wo- 
men do all the work, while the 
men do their ceremonial dances, 
hunt and “rest”. 

The government maintains day 
schools at various places through- 
out the reservation, these being 
found more effective than the for- 
mer boarding schools. 

The meeting opened with a 6:45 
dinner, served at tables made at- 
tractive with decorations in the 
Thanksgiving motif. Cornucopias 
filled with candies were place 
cards.

RAY SHERWOOD HAS 


‘WORD FOR FARMERS 


Ray R. Sherwood, member of 
the West End Agricultural Con- 
servation committee, stated today 
that approximately 5,000 of the 
county’s farmers have signed the 
1942 farm plans, signifying their 
intention to cooperate in the agri- 
cultural conservation program in 
1942. At the same time these 
5,000 farmers signed for coopera- 
tion with the food-for-defense pro- 
gram of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Mr. Sherwood estimates that 
10,000 farms are operated in the 
county. This means, he said, that 
50 per cent of the county’s farm- 
ers have been reached through the 


|}annual Triple-A sign-up, and that 


the other 50 per cent must be 
reached prior to December 1, if 
the farm defense canvass is to be 
completed in time to achieve de- 
pendable estimates of expected 
1942 production. This is a can 
vass not only of those farms that 
can produce the commodities of 
which increases are needed, but of 
all farms. The results of the can- 


vass are to give a complete 1942 


inventory of food production of all 
kinds. 

All San Bernardino county 
farmers not yet signed up in the 
food-for-defense inventory are re- 
quested to make every effort to do 
so during the week ending Nov.
